In tho House 
tho Committee on Commerce authorises the 



President, with consent of the Senate, to ap- 
point throo Commissioners to confor with the 
Commissioners appointed by Great Britain to 
negotiate a new treaty between the two Gov- 
ernments based upon " truo principles of reci- 
procity, and for the removal of existing diffi- 
culties." Tho people of Vancouver Island 
having shown themselves desirous to partici- 
pate in this new treaty, tho Government of 
the Colony will require to exert itself to have 
the matter quickly laid before the Imperial 
authorities. 

European aflnirs, as we have implied, are 
assuming, with all their seeming qniessonce, 
a momentous attitude. A Conference has 
been decided on by the Great Powers ; but, 
in the meantime, Austria and Prussia, iu de- 
fiance of France aud England's protest against 
the advance into Jutland, are marching their 
troopa towards the prohibited territory with 
the view to invest Frederica. The Daues put 
on a determined front, and the various Pow- 
ers of Europe are gradually espousing their 
cause. Italy tenders to England an army of 
40,000 men, in conjunction with the Italian 
fleet, in case an open rupturo is mnda with the 
Gorman Powers — a fact which speaks vol- 
umes as to tho opinion of liberal Europe, and 
which indicates protty clearly ia what di 
reclion the war will turn, when onco beyond 
the Duchies. Napoleon, as might have been 
oipeetcd, is not so energeti c in his protest 
against Prussia as England ; but it by no 
means follows that ho is any less interested iu 
the result. Tho game is evidently in his 
bauds, and ho can afford to wait patiently on 
his opponent's play. Tho Archduke Maxi- 
milian is at last and finally announced to 
leave Paris for Mexico. In the meanwhile 
the French land lorcos bad left Guadalajara 
ou the 24th February, for C.ilina, at which 
place an engagement was supposed to have 
already taken place bolweon them and the 
Mexican forces. Wherever we look, there-" 
fore, or from whatever place wo receive ad 
vices, war Beems to bo triumphant. Not a 
quarter of the elobe is exempt from its actual 
or prospective presence. It flourishes iu 
Europe, and i-. intermittent in Asia. It de- 
vastates the smaller American republics, as 
well as the great one— and in fact at present 
throws its lurid glare over tho savage and 
the civilized in almost every portion of the 
wurld.

As soon as it became known that His Ex- 
cellency might be expected up from Esqui- 
malt, tho people began to stream down to tho 
landing-place, at Dickson, Campbell & Co.'s 
wharf, nnd by 4 o'clock an immense crowd 
had collected, every prominent position being 
densely covered by eager light-seers. After 
waiting patiently tor upwards of an hour, the 
smoke of the gun-boat was observod towering 
up at the entrance of the harbor, and in a few 
minutes she iteamed alongside of tho 
wharf, amid the vociferoui cheering 
of tho assembled multitude. 

While the Grappler was being brought up 
to tho wharf, the Firemen marched down to 
tho landing place, headed by tho Chief und 
Assistant Engineers and the Fire band, and 
arranged themselves in single file along eacli 
side, their scarlet shirts and shilling helmets 
contrasting beautifully with the bright green 
of the tusteful decorations on the wharf. At 
the cad of the landing His Worship Mayor 
Harris and Councillors Stronach, Wallace and 
Bunting occupied a prominent position. The 
gunboat having been brought alongside, a 
temporary gangway of planks was hastily 
constructed. a;id amid salvos of artillery and 
tremendous cheering, the band playiug the 
National Anthem, His Excellency made his 
entrance into tho city of Victoria. Mrs. 
Kennedy, escorted by Captain Jones, II. N., 
was the next to land, followed by the young 
ladies, gracefully assisted by Lieutenants 
Verney and Pender. The Ilonble. Colonial i 
Secretary then introduced Mayor Harris to 
His Exeollency,"who shook hands with him 
in the most cordial mannor. His Worship 
introduced Councillors Stronach, Wal- 
lace and BuntiDg, and tho Town 
Clerk then stepped forward and read 

THE ADDIIES3 rilOM THE CITY COUNCIL, 

Which was beautifully engrossed and pro- 
vided with a handsomely worked case of 
green silk, mado by the Mayor's daughter, 
embroidered wilh the rose, thistle and bIiuti 
rock and His Excnllcncy's initials. 

His Excellency replied to tho address in a 
few clear and distinct remarks, exressing his 
extreme gratification at tho very cordial ie. 
ception offered him. aud saying that ulthough 
h-3 had now no claims on tho kindness or in. 
dulgonco of the people, he hoped ere the ter-< 
ruination of his official career among them 
that he would have enrnod lor himself a hold 
upon their affections and respect. He ex- 
gres.iod a hopa that ho might ever find the 
inhabitants of tho oolouy imbued with pro- 
per feelings of loyalty to Her Gracious Ma- 
jesty, and aBsurod tho people that l.o would 
do everything in his power to further 
tho welfare of this interesting eolony, ond 
however far short ho might come in his ef- 
forts, it would at least not bo from want of 
industry or attention. Ho had como to this 
country wilh a desire rather to serve the peo» 
plo than to tulo over them ; their interests 
were his, aud ho had do doubt that ho would 
find tho people of the eolony ever ready to as- 
sist him in his endeavors far the general wel- 
fare. His highest aim would be to Becure the 
approval of his Sovereign. He concluded by 
asking the Mayor to convey his most sincere 
thanks to tho inhabitants of Viotoiia for the 
honor thoy had to-day shown him. His Ex- 
cellency was frequently interrupted by ap- 
plause, und at thu conclusion of his remarks, 
tho cheering, lud off by the firemen, was al- 
most deafening. At the request of His Ex- 
cellency three limes three cheers were lustily 
given for the Queen, and three for tho ladies, 
at tho call of the Mayor. 

THE l-BOOESSION. 

His Excellency and family, preceded by 
tho band, wero theu conducted to the car- 
riages at the head of the wharf, tho ladies 
being al onco driven off to the St. George Ho- 
tel, while thu Governor, seated in a oarriago 
drawn by six splendid horsos, and accompan- 
ied by the Colonial Secretary, Chief Justico

Tlie English ministrj escaped a defeat last night 
on a mere party division, in the liouso of Com- 
mons, by a majority of one only. 

An auxiliary depot, for the use of the Sanitary 
Commission, has been organized in Lou Ion. 

Berlin and Vienna journals ridicule the notion 
of a Conference. 

The London Post promises that England will 
reneit her alliance with France against the unjust 
cause, and says : With oar gallant neighbor, and 
Italians, Scandinavians, and with Poles, Hungari- 
ans and Turks, it will bo amazing if ihey do not 
make short wort of this new Holy Alliance. 

There has been no fighting in Schleswig. 

Gcu. Gerlach had succeeded Ol Mcaa as Com- 
mander-iu-C'hief of the Danish army. 

The King of Denmark, in a speech, declared 
strongly for vigorous perseverance in his policy. 

It is reported that Italy had tendered 40,0110 men 
and its Uoet to England, if she will assist Den- 
mark. 

In the House of Commons laBt night Mr. Hali- 
burton said, that at tho request of the Under For- 
eign Secretary, he had postponed his enquiry ao 
to the negotiations with tho United ritatcs relative 
to the forcible possession of the Island of Sau 
Juan, but would not postpone the inquiry indefin- 
itely. 

The Post's city article says privAte advices from 
Paris, upon which it is bel.ercd reliance can be 
placed, again alluded to tho recognition of the 
Confederate States by tho French Government, al- 
though any officii] acknowledgment of this fact 
would at this moment be thought premature and 
undesirable. 

Halifax, March 10.— The steamer Arabia from 
Liverpool tho 6th, and CJueonstowa the 0th, has 
arrived. 

Danish aiTairs aro reported unohanged. The 
Archduke Maximilian arrived at Paris on the 6th, 
and, it is reported, will embark for Mexico on the 
Zolh, alt didiculties having been settled. A Vien- 
na telegram says the mission of the Prussian min- 
ister Martcnll'cl, to Vienna, had the desired result, 
Austria having consented io a continuation of ope- 
rations in Jutland. The Federal Diet has official- 
ly announced that it has received no invitation to 
the Conference. 

1'h e Daily News replies to tho sneers of the 
Times at General Hanks' General Order, regulat- 
ing negro labor, and applauds the measure as a 
necessary and preparatory step Irom slavery to 
their freedom. 

In the House of Commons, Mr. Shaw oalled at- 
tention to the course pursued by the Confederate 
agents in England in fitting out war vessels, and 
moved for the papers on the subject lie de- 
nounced the proceedings, regretted that the Ala- 
bama was not detained, and contended that all 
Buch vessels should be prohibited entering British 
ports. The Solicitor General cxplainod and de- 
fended tho course of the Government, and assert- 
ed that every effort had been made honestly to 
carry ott the laws and maintain neutrality. He 
admitted that vessels might be prohibited entering 
British ports, and said the Government was con- 
sidering the subject of how they could remonstrate 
with the Confederate Government. 

The remonstrance of Prance to Prussia, against 
the atjvnuce of Prussian troops into Jutland, is 
said to be far less forcible than England's, but 
none of tho doeumonts are considered indicative 
that Napoleon fully means what ho says, It is as- 
serted that the Prussian! have notified England of 
an intended early attack on Fredirica. 

LoNUON, March 0.— It is reported that tho Aus- 
trians are marching on Fredirica, in Jutland. 

Pakis, March .1. — A Hamburg despatch an- 
nounces that three brigades of Austrian troops bad 
received orders from Gen. vVrangel to enter Jut- 
land and invest Fredirica.

CuiOAupi March lo\ — There is considera- 
ble excitement in Kentucky against tlie acts 
of the Federal authorities in enrolling slaves 
in that Slate, preparatory to a drtlt. ti.jv. 
Biamlelte has issued an address, the sub- 
stance of which is as follows : 

Frankfort, March 1(5.- Fellow citizens j 
In view of llio disturbance ot tho popular 
mind introduced by the enrollment of slave 
for the army in Kentucky, I haye deemed il 
prudent to niuko tho following suggestions for 
the benefit and guidance of all loyal men in 
Kentucky : Your indignation should not 
move you to commit acts of violence, nor to 
make unlawful resistance. Standing as wo 
have stood, will ever aland, for Ilia Constilu- 
tioc, the Uuion, and the enforcement of the 
laws, wo must meet and correct unjust and 
unconstitutional legislation by u legitimate 
appeal to tho constituted tribunals of the Go- 
vernment, and through the ballot box, and 
displace those who pervert or abu.iu tiie trust 
committed to them. This is the only true 
modo of maintaining the Constitution, the 
Union und tho enforcement of the laws. — 
Merely enrolling thu names of slaves does not 
uffect the rights ol citizens. Wc should abide 
by nnd maintain the laws and reek id tho 
modes provided fur the remedy they all'ird. — 
If any violence or wrong to Ihe person or pro 
perty of the citizen be committed by any olli- 
cer or soldier, agaiust ihe known laws of th» 
land, make your accusation in tho mode pre- 
scribed by law, nnd if the commanding officer 
refusos or neglects to use his utmost endea- 
vors to arrest the officer or soldier under his 
command, so accused, nnd hand him or them 
over to a civil magistrate for trial, when nlli- 
cially advised of those facts, tho Kxeomivool 
tho State will ptefer charges and demand a 
court martial, and under the Constitution, and 
in accordance with the law, assert and urge 
your right. It is our duty to objy tho law 
until declared by a judicial decision uncon- 
stitutional. The citizen whose properly may 
bo taken under it lor public use will be en- 
titled, under the imputative mandate ol the 
Constitution, to u just compensation for the 
private properly so taken lor public use — 
Although ihe present Congress may not do us 
justice, yet it is sale to rely upon the justice 
of the American people, and an appeal to 
them will not bo unheeded or unanswered.
